Cabinet Com m ittee of From Three to 


Five M em bers Will A ssum e Active 


C harge and Confer With the Other 


M inisters on Q uestions of the Most 


Serious Nature. 


lo n d o n . Nov. 3.—The prime minis 
tar, Mr. A squith, in tile house of com 
m ons delivered before the largest a s ­ 
sem bly of the year his widely herald­ 
ed statem en t on the p rogress of tile 
war. 
Th e p rem ier’s speech w as charac 
teristic. 
His most im portant declara 
tion w as that the war will be conduct­ 
ed by a cabinet com m ittee of from 
three to five m em bers which will con 
suit with 
the full cabinet on q u es­ 
tions of the m ost serious nature. 
It is taken for granted that Prem ier 
Asquith, Lord K itchener, secretary of 
war. and A. J. Balfour, first lord of 
tile adm iralty, 
will 
be 
m em bers ot 
this council. 
T h e plan w as expected 
and seem s in the nature of a com pro­ 
m ise 
to m eet 
the criticism 
that a 
cabinet of twenty-two m em b ers is un­ 
wieldy. 
S ir E d w ard (’arson, the form er at 
torney general, w as listened to with 
alm ost a s gre a t attention a s w as Mr 
Asquith. 
He declared the cab in et’s 
slo w n e ss in deciding upon policy of 
aiding S e rb ia w as the main 
reason 
for his resignation. 
He a sse rte d the 
country is anxious to know whether 
its resou rces of men and m aterials 
a re being used to the best advan tage. 
lie described tile cabinet a s a m achine 
incapable of carryin g on a war. 
S ir Edw ard questioned w hether the 
govern m ent w as Justified in em bark 
lng upon the D ardan elles expedition 
and sp ok e of the failure at S u lv a bay 
as the m ost d isastro u s of the war. 


W ar Fruitful of S u rprises. 


"It is tru e that today so m e p arts of 
the 
horizon 
are 
o v erc ast,’’ 
Prem ier 
Asquith said. 
’’T his, like other v ars, 
h as been fruitful of su rp rises and d is­ 
appointm ents. 
The mom ent calls for 
three th in gs: 
A proper se n se of per 
sp ective; a lim itless stock of patience 
and overflowing re servoirs of courage, 
both active and p assiv e ." 
Mr. Asquith referred to the sm all 
coterie 
of 
professional 
whim perers, 
"w hich 
kept 
our 
en em ies 
supplied 
daily with a diet of falseh ood s." 
The 
governm ent, he said, had no interest 
in concealing anything, su bject to the 
one overriding consideration that its 
disclosure would not a s s is t (Ireat Brit 
ain s enem ies. 
"H ow do we stan d to d a y ? " asked 
the prem ier 
"In August of last year 
we were prepared to send abroad six 
infantry and two cavalry divisions. In 
the operations described by Field Mar­ 
shal French in his last dispatch he 
had under his com m and not far short 
of a million men. 
T o th ese m ust he 
added the troops at the D ardatialles 
in Egypt and in other th e ate rs of war. 
a s well a s our garriso n s and troops in 
reserve." 
Turning to the work of the navy in 
transportin g troops the prem ier said 
2,SOP,OOO of officers and men had been 
carried, in 
addition 
to 320,000 sick 
and wounded, 2,500,000 tons of su p ­ 
plies and WK),OOO horses and mules. 


Valuable Naval Service. 


"H p to the present,” he added, "the 
loss of life In the 
whole of these 
gigantic o v ersea s operations h as been 
considerably less than one-tenth of I 
per cent. 
T h ere never h a s been any­ 
thing com parable in the history to 
the service of the navy."

of the T u rk ish em pire. 
"T h e

tem pt,” continued the prem ier, ’ were 
disappointing, but it m ust be consider­ 
ed what would have happened if it 
had not been taken. 
The R u ssian s 
m ight have had a seriou s Turkish a t­ 
tack in the C au c a su s and we might 
have had to face a tta c k s in Egypt 
''and M esopotam ia. 
’ T h e gen eral staffs of F ran ce and 
G reat Britain have been in the closest 
consultation, which culm inated in the 
welcome visit of the illustrious com 
mander-in-chief.

between us a s to the end and m eans, 
but I can disclose nothing more.
